Some Points To Consider 



meni* of it should lie given careful 
consideration. First of all, under the 
revision classroom activity will be 
lessened bv some six tn v ven percent 
each semester. It lias been alleged 
this will be of lirtje consequence as 
piufewors run condense their lecture 
material thus lm parting the same 
amount ot information to the stud< of 
Gi unde’ the present system. This may 
bo true in many fields, but we cannot 
help but wonder just how much di- 
lution of course material is too much, 
fui instance, in the various sciences, 
it seem* so much new and pertinent 
material needs expression each year 
that too much, condensation m presen- 
tation would, be detrimental. This 
would be particularly true with ref- 
erence to laboratory instruction. 

On the other hand, some persons 
favoring the plau feel this part of the 
proposal will result in less '“spoon 
feeding’’ and mure work on the part 
of the student outside the classroom. 

These persons believe the quality 
of students now attending the Uni- 
versity has reached a level which 
would permit students to assume 
greater responsibility for work inde- 
pendent of the instructor. 

Under the new proposal, upper- 
class students would register during 
the summer. We cannot help but won- 
der how many students remain within 
proximity of the University during 
these months. True, two days are set 
aside prior to the beginning of classes 
to register those who were unable to 
do so during the summer, but we also 
question whether this will be suffici- 
ent time for this purpose, especially 
in lieu of registration procedure in 
the past. 

The lengthening of the summer va- 
cation period is also of questionable 
advantage. Whereas, the spring se- 
mester would end a month earlier 
than in the past, the* fall session would 
be moved up two weeks in Septem- 
ber. Many students are dependent 
upon jobs fitting into the catagory of 
seasonal employment. Generally these 
positions are not available until the 
end of May and do not terminate be- 
fore the Labor Day weekend. What 
would happen, for instance, in Sep- 
tember 1964 when Labor Day falls 
on Sept. 7? Will the semester have to 
begin prior to the holiday, and if so, 
what effect would this have on those 
students employed at camps and re- 
sorts? It it must begin after the holi- 
day, how will this effect the overall 
semester’s calendar? 

The Kernel believes these ques- 
tions, among others, need clarification.

Whereas certain short- 
comings and inconveniences to both 
students and faculty are found within 
the proposal, we feel that it these can 
he overcome the plan should he 
adopted.

I lie proposal, submitted to the 
faculty in a memorandum bv Regis- 
trar ('harks F Elton, last werk, calls 
for the fall sernertei to bwgm two 
weeks earlier than previously and end 
just before the Christmas hohJavv 
The second semester tl* n w uld be- 
gin upon return from the holidays 
a kJ would be concluded May l. 

The calendar would also allow 
for a study-reading period between 
the end of classes and the beginning 
of final examinations for the fall and 
spring semesters. 

The plan has been enthusiastical- 
ly accepted by the student body and 
was formally endorsed by Student 
Congress. 

Whether it will be adopted, re- 
jected, or modified depends upon the 
action taken by the Faculty in its 
meeting next Monday. During the 
past week each department has sep- 
arately discussed the proposal and 
submitted its recommendations to 
the Faculty Council. The council will 
report to the entire Faculty at the 
Dec. 10 meeting. 

Dean Elton’s proposal is both far- 
i caching and meritorious. If accept- 
» d it w ill place a heavy burden upon 
i ertain members of the faculty, in 
that it will he necessary to revise their 
]■ ctures and condense laboratory pres- 
t ntations. 

The student body will escape 
neither the inconveniences of a 
i ghtened curriculum nor the respon- 
sibilities emanating therefrom. Much 
faculty concern has been expressed in 
regard to the way in which the stu- 
dents would use the study-reading 
period prior to final examination 
week. Some allege this would be used 
as a week of partying and merrymak- 
ing rather than the purpose for which 
it is intended. Whereas we agree that 
in many instances this will hold true, 
we at the same time feel the respon- 
sible student will take advantage of 
the week. These students should not 
he penalized for the immaturity of 
their colleagues. Responsibility is one 
characteristic which a college educa- 
tion seeks to develop in the student. 
If the opportunity to practice this 
trait is withheld, development will 
come slowly, if at all. If the program 
is adopted, either now or later, the 
student will have to show the re- 
sponsibility of which we believe he 
is capable to make it work. 

The proposal to allow a lull week 
for final examinations is a welcome 
one. Only too frequently in the* past 
have students completed their semes- 
ters classroom activity only to find 
tin v have a final exam in the* course 
flu following day. The calendar re- 
vision would alleviate this situation. 

While* we arc* encouraged by the 
proposal, we* also feel certain seg-

I believe the plan is detrimental to 
the purposes ot the University of 
Kentucky. 

For several years a constant com- 
plaint of student and instructor has 
been the shortage of time. Students 
have been caught in the squeeze of 
additional required reading in nearly 
all classes. Professors have found that 
they are unable to cover adequately 
the semester’s work in the available 
class periods. Now Deau Elton pro- 
poses to compound the problem by 
making even fewer class periods avail- 
able. Will this help the University 
improve its quality and reputation? It 
would seem that it is a step in the 
wrong direction. 

Admittedly the lunu duck session 
after Christmas leaves much to he 
desired, but Dean Elton’s plan hard- 
ly seems to provide a sensible answer. 
One possible alternative is for UK to 
go on the quarter system. As I un- 
derstand the system, classes meet 
every day, five days a week. This 
would allow more couceiitiated study. 
It also has the advantage of having 
exams I x fore Christinas. A tour-quar- 
ter year should offer many of the ail- 
vantages of the projected tri-semester 
year. Though difficulties arise from 
any kind ot change, 1 hope the Fac- 
ulty w ill reject the shortened semester 
and giw serious consideration to the 
quarter system.
